2. SUMMARY: ASSISTANT SECRETARY GEORGE MOOSE MET ON 
APRIL 14 WITH JUAN CASSIERS, BELGIAN AMBASSADOR TO THE 
UNITED STATES, TO DISCUSS THE ONGOING CRISES IN RWANDA 
AND BURUNDI, AND THE AMBIGUITY OF THE CURRENT POLITICAL 
SITUATION IN ZAIRE . ZAIRE DESK OFFICER (NOTE TAKER} r AND. 
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BELGIAN DESK OFFICER ALSO ATTENDED. THE BELGIAN 
GOVERNMENT HAS BEEN SEIZED WITH THE RWANDA CRISIS OF 
LATE AND MUCH OF THE DISCUSSION FOCUSED ON THE FATE. OE 
UN AMIR THE STATUS OF EVACUATION OF EXPATRIATES FROM 

rwanda' and the possibility of spill-over into still-calm UNCLASSIFIED 

BURUNDI. ON ZAIRE, A/S MOOSE AND THE AMBASSADOR AGREED 
ON THE NEED TO AWAIT THE OUTCOME OF THE CURRENT

3 CASSIERS CONFIRMED THAT THE BELGIANS PLANNED TO END 
THEIR PARTICIPATION IN UNAMIR, AND THAT HIS GOVERNMENT 
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HOPED FOR A RAPID TERMINATION OF THE MANDATE, OR A 
SUSPENSION OF THE PEACEKEEPING OPERATION COMBINED WITH 
MAINTENANCE OF A SMALL POLITICAL PRESENCE. IN EITHER 
CASE, CASSIERS STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF A RAPID AND 
ORDERLY WITHDRAWAL OF UNAMIR FORCES FROM RWANDA. HE 
NOTED, HOWEVER, THAT THE BELGIAN UNAMIR CONTINGENT WOULD 
WITHDRAW UNDER UN COMMAND , WITH THE REST OF THE 
MULTI-NATIONAL FORCE, AND THAT BELGIUM DID NOT INTEND TO 
PULL ITS BLUE HELMETS OUT OF RWANDA UNILATERALLY.

5 ACCORDING TO CASSIERS, BELGIUM EXPECTS TO WITHDRAW 
ITS NATIONAL FORCES BY FRIDAY, APRIL 15. ALTHOUGH HE 
SAID THERE "ARE SOME MISSIONARIES IN THE BUSH WE CANNOT 
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FIND " THE MAJORITY OF BELGIANS WHO WISHED TO DEPART 
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RWANDA HAVE BEEN SAFELY EVACUATED. A/S MOOSE EXPRESSED

7. CASSIERS EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THE RWANDAN CRISIS

BURUNDI, BRUSSELS HAS SUGGESTED THAT THEIR NATIONALS

IN BURUNDI. HE SAID THAT WE HAD WEIGHED HEAVILY THE

10 CASSIERS ASKED MOOSE FOR AN ASSESSMENT OF THE 
SITUATION IN ZAIRE. THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY REPLIED THAT 
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RECENT EVENTS IN KINSHASA, INCLUDING THE PROMULGATION OF 
A TRANSITION CONSTITUTION AND A RENEWED EFFORT TO ACHIEVE 
CONSENSUS ON THE INTERIM PRIME MINISTER, HAD CREATED A 
CERTAIN AMOUNT OF AMBIGUITY. HE NOTED THAT IT WAS A 
"TOUGH CALL" AS TO WHETHER THE OPPOSITION COULD GET ITS 
ACT TOGETHER, AND AS ALWAYS, THE ROLE OF TSHISEKEDI WOULD
